Besides the Captain Pa- 
cha’s ship, three others of the line were 
burnt and sunk, and seven frigates forced 
on shore, the crews of most of which pe- 
rished. The victors immediately detached 
a part of their squadron to the succour of 
Candia, which was in danger of falling in- 
to the power of the Turks, and completely 
succeeded in the enterprize. Napoli de 
Romania had capitulated, and the Turkish 
garrison was to be transported in French 
and English vessels. According to the re- 
port of the Turks themselves, their fleet 
consisted of 55 sail befure the disaster at 
Scio, and after it had been joined by the 
expedition which left Constantinople on 
the 4th of June.
